ARTERIOSCLEROSIS is the 
/A medical term for a condi- 


tion commonly known as 


hardening of the arteries. 
In tliis 


affliction, the arteries lose their 
normal elastici- 
ty and become 
brittle, due to 
certain changes 
in 
the artery 


walls.

into the arteries. The blood pres- 
sure, or force necessary to main- 
tain a constant flow of blood, is 
made possible by the action of the 
elastic tissues within the blood 
vessel walls. 


In arteriosclerosis the elasticity 


is diminished or lost Instead of 
healthy muscular and elastic tis- 
sue, the pipe lines are brittle and 
rigid, due to deposits of lime 
which cause the lining of the ar- 
teries to become rough and irregu- 
lar. 


When these changes occur, the 


pipe lines no longer assist in the 
circulation of the blood. Instead, 
the hardened arteries serve to re- 
tard the normal flow of blood, and 
thus more work is thrown upon 
the heart, causing an increase in 
the blood pressure. 
Also, insuffi- 


cient blood is carried to certain 
parts of the body, causing discom- 
fort and pain. 


There arc three types of arteri- 


osclerosi?. and the most common j 
type is due to old aj^. 
It is well; 


known that as we grow older our] 


blood 
vessels 
undergo 
certain 


changes. 
Some degree of hard- 


ening of the arteries is present in 
most old people, and some persons 
grow old more quickly than others. 


Hardening of the arteries is now 


believed to depend on how we live, 
rather 
them how long we live. 


Overstrain of any sort, continued 
for a lorg time, i_s the chief factor 
in causing hardening of the arteries 
while o\ creating, overexercise, or 
lack of sufficient exercise will pro- 
duce definte changes in the arteries 
which lead to hardening1. 


Arteriosclerosis may be due to 


to infection from certain infectious 
diseases, such as typhoid fever, 
penumonia and tuberculosis; and it 
is believed by some authorities that 
focal infections found in diseased 
tonsils, infected teeth, sinuses, gall- 
bladder or appendix, are factors in 
causing hardening of the arteries. 
In these cases it is believed that 
the trouble is caused by the libera- 
tion of poisons which result from 
the infection. 


The third type of arteriosclero- 
sis accompanies or follows high 
blood pressure. Contrary to com- 
mon belief, not all cases of high 
blood pressure end in hardening of 
the arteries, although many cases 
show signs of it. Certainly hi-h 
blood pressure if neglected is likelv 
to result in hardening of the 
arteries. 


Persons with 
arteriosclerosis 
should not indulge in strenuous ex- 
ercise. Rest and relaxation are es- 
sential for them. The diet should 
be simple. Overeating Is danger- 
ous. Salt, peppers, spices and con- 
diments shoald be avoided and thr 
diet should contain a minimum 
amount of meat. 
A daily after- 


noon nap is advisable, and when- 
ever possible It is wise to stay out- 
doors in the sunlight and fresh 
air.
